ATHLETICS HERALDED 
AS SURE CURE FOR 
SPOONING PARTIES 


Physical Culture Experts Told of 
Anti-Petting Effects ‘ of 
Outdoor Sports. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—Spoon- 


ing and petting parties are not in- 
dulged in by those who take regu- 
lar exercise. So Miss Elizabeth Bur- 
chenal, of-the American Folk Dance 
Society, told the women who met 
here today to formulate a scientific 
system of physical exercises for 
American women in general. 

“It just isn’t done, that’s all,” Miss 


Burchenal repeated as she told of 
her observations and inquiries at 
schools where athletics had been 
made a part of the compulsory rou- 
tine. She told of a school at Colo- 
rado Springs where, she said, physic- 
al and mental development went 
hand-in-hand and petting parties 
thereby had been eliminated. 

‘Every student was obliged to take 
a prescribed amount of exercise,” 
she said, “but it was given in such 
a manner that the students loved it. 
The percentage of spooning parties 
in that school was zero. Both boys 
and girls—especially the girls—sim- 
ply forbade spooning when they be- 
came interested in athletics.” 

The age of frail, fainting women 
is past, and the day of scientific 
physical culture is here, she said. 
She recommended as good petting 
party antidotes horseback riding, 
golf, tennis and canoeing, if taken 
regularly. | 

The conference, called by Mrs. 
Herbert Hoover under the auspices 
of the National Amateur Athletic 
Association of which she is a vice 
president, Qrought together physical 
culture experts from _ universities, 
schools and associations throughout 
the country. They plan to formulate 
a physical culture program that will 
be available to all women,

ty.”’ 

Hartwell’s Statement. 

Judge Hartwell’s statement, 
part, follows:

Mrs. Caroline Massears Was 
Fond of Relating Experiences 
When So Employed. 


Mrs. Caroline Massears, who died 
Thursday at the home of her son, 
Albert, at North Alton, was for two 
years, when a girl, a maid in the 


home of Abraham Lincoln at 
Springfield. She was fond of relat- 
ing her recollections of that ‘period, 
with emphasis upon the increased 
duties which resulted from Lincoln 
becoming a candidate for the 
presidency. 

Mrs. Massears .was 15 years old 
when she took service with the 
Lincoln family. At first her duties 
were comparatively light. All that 
she had to do was the cooking and 
the washing and ironing and look 
after the children. The family, to 
show that they did not regard these 
duties as menial permitted her to 
eat with the family. 

Different After Nomination. 

When Lincoln was nominated for 
the presidency a change came over 
the household. The change set in 
the day he was nominated. There 
was to be a great reception at the 
house that night and it had to be 
scrubbed from top to bottom and 
made shining and spotless. Candles 
were used for illumination and the 
next day Carrie, as she was called, 
had the job of cléaning up. 

Mrs. Lincoln told- her that now 


that Mr. Lincoln was running for 
the presidency the family and the 
house would have to look. nidée. 
-Carrie had to wash the windows 
and scrub the porches every day, 
along with the cooking and wash- 
ing and ironing and looking after 
the children, and she had to be a 
great deal more particular with the 
washing and ironing, making Mr. 
Lincoln's shirts shiny with starch. 
It was also important that the 
children might have the immaculacy 
which the public would expect of 
the children of a man who was run- 
ning for the presidency, so every 
morning, before they went to school, 
Carrie had to inspect them and pull 
up their stockings, which had an in- 
decorous tendency to wrinkle.

LANGDON, N. D., April 7. 
UT of the death in a Southern convict camp 
of a farmer boy who started out to ‘see the 
world” has arisen the extraordinary situ- 
ation of North Dakota, as a State, protesting to 
Florida, as a State, against the conditions which 
made the tragedy possible. . 

Out of this protest in turn has sprung the proba- 
bility mot only that the law will avenge the 
boy's death, but that Florida will bring to an end 
the “peonage”™”’ system that has involved thousands 
of wayfarers in that State through many vears. 
Gov. Hardee has, indeed, declared his purpose of 
demanding this action at the present session of 
the Florida Legislature. 

The farmer boy who was the first cause of this 
unusual series of events was Martin Tabert of a 
well-known family of Munich, Cavalier County. 
He died Feb. 1, 1922, in a lumber camp in Leon 
County, Fla. For six months his death meant 
nothing to anybody but his family. Then was be- 
gun an investigation which brought about these 
results: 

North Dakota solemnly charged that Tabert 
came to his end as a result of the forced con- 
vict labor system legalized in Florida. 

North Dakota solemnivy charged that he 
died as the result of “abuse and torture.” 
inflicted upon him while he was unjustly held 
in a state of practical slavery. Tabert's 
friends here say he was beaten to death by 
a heavy whip in the hands of a convict-labor 
“whipping boss.’ 

North Dakota solemnly demanded of Flori- 
da that it should “make impossible the com- 
mission of such abuses in the future:” fn 
other words, that Florida repeal! its convict- 
labor laws at once. 

Both houses of the Florida Legislature have 
voted to name a joint legislative committee to 
make a searching investigation of the case. This 
committee would be authorized to call upon Gov. 
R. A. Nestos of North Dakota for a!! evidence in 
his hands relating to Tabert’s death 


Fate Might Befall Any Youth 


That Martin Tabert was only a helpless victim 
of a Darbarous industrial system and was not a 
wandering incorrigible, paying the penalty for 
his own moral turpitude, has been well estab- 
lished. The fate that befell the youth. investi- 
gators declare, was one that might befall any boy 
away from home who chances to run afoul of anv 
trivial regulation prevailing in a state that per- 
mits such a pernicious institution as a peonage 
system to exist. 

Obviously, the offense of “bumming” a ride on 
s train ts not one involving moral turpitude. At 
least no youth who bas been far from home and 
without money to pay his railroad fare has ever 
considered it such. It is a reasonably safe guess 
that three-fourths or more of youths who 
have strayed from under parents! roofs out of 
desire to “see the world’ have been guilty of it. 
And, in most communities, the authorities are in- 
clined to wink at the offense, rather than take 
steps to arrest the offenders, much less send them 
to their deaths in a convict labor camp. 

Te ts readily apparent, then, that where “bum- 
ming’ a ride may incur such drastic penalties, 
any other misstep, however slight. by a lad ou! 
of reach of friends and influence, might plunge 
him inte bondage just as appalling. Where 
statute books are loaded with several thousand 
laws, ag they are in most states, it fs manifestly 
possible to plaster enough charges against a

For that 
reason this extraordinary case has a peculiar ap- 
peal to all mothers with wandering boys—for 
what happened to Martin Tabert in faraway 
Florida might happen also to their boys. 

The story of Martin Tabert, as told herein Lang- 
don, the county seat of Cavalier County, is this: 

In the fall of 1921, Martin Tabert, 22-vear-old 
soa of Mr. and Mrs. Ben Tabert of Munich, de- 
cided he would spend the remainder of the sea- 
son in the central states and the winter in 
South.

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Because some flowers “went to sleep” in 
a Chicago greenhouse 15 years ago, 
scientific inquiries began which re- 
sulted in announcement that a new 
and valuable anesthetic has been 
discovered—Use of ethylene gas, 
the “dope” that pat the blossoms to 
sleep, in general surgery and in ob- 
stetrics is indicated—tTests on ani- 
mals and men prove it superior in 
many respects to “laughing gas” 
and other agents of anesthesia :: 


IFTEEN years ago some carnations “went 
to sleep” in a Chicago greenhouse Last 
month a member of the medical faculty in 
the University of Chicago announced the dis- 
eovery of a new anesthetic which promises 
tO Make general surgical operations safer 
and to be of great benefit to women in child- 
birih. The connection between the sleeping flowers 
and the new anesthetic is direct. The one led to the 
other. 

One of the most fascinating romances of science lay 
folded in the closed petals of those carnations that 
went to sleep. “Now it may be toid.” In its essentials 
it is a sort of poem. The poetic element begins with 
the beauty of the blossoms, fresh from the serenity of 
rural neighborhoods, where they were grown. Shipped 
into the vast and violent city, they were to do duty 
perhaps as tokens of love worn in buttonholes on 
“Mothers’ Day.” Or they were destined to the happy 
function of serving as gifts from lovers to sweethearts. 
Or it may have been that their province was to 
brighten the tedious hours of invalidism in home or 
hospital. 

But early in 1908 the poetry, apparently, was taken 
out of the proposition by an unexpected difficulty 
which diverted the blossoms from their intended des- 
tiny. The word “apparently” is used with reserva- 
tions. As it turns owt now, the circumstance men- 
Uoned was, in fact, an incident introduced for the 
heightening of the poesy inhering in this scientific 
romance. If those carnations had kept wide awake 
they no doubt would have served their ends as Moth- 
ers’ Day boutonnieres, as lovers’ tokens, or as sick- 
room cheerers. In a day or so they would have shriv- 
eled and been cast aside. But because they simply 
eouldn't keep awake they will be entitled to perpetual 
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memory, if the claims and hopes of the two Chicago 
experimenters prove to be well founded, as servants to 
humanity in the relief of pain, “in the saving of lives, 
in the perpetuation of the human race. 

Now. if you don’t perceive the poetry in a simple yet 
exceptional story like that, you are a hopeless proser. 
From here to the end this tale is going to be told you 
in plain prose, with a masterful effort to reduce the 
scientific terminelogy to a minimum that will permit 
all of us to understand just what that doctor im Chi- 
cago and his associate have been doing. 

This account of the discovery of the new anesthetic 
has been translated, so to express it, from a profound 
article written for the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association by A. B. Luckhardt, Ph. D., M. D., 
and J. B. Carter. B. S.. M- S., beth of the University of 
Chicago. Dr. Luckhardt is. associate professor of phys 
jology in that institution. With Mr. Carter he con- 
ducted the patient experiments, covering 15 years, re- 
sulting in the distovery that ethylene gas in its puri- 
fied form possesses many advantages as an anesthetic 
over nitrous oxid, commonly known as “laughing gas.” 

Experts in anesthesia, who have witnessed some of 
the Luckhardt-—Carter tests on both lower animals and 
humans, are said to hold that the possibilities of lung 
abscesses and the resultant pmeumonia always attend- 
ing the administration of “laughing gas” are minimized 
by the new formula, thus removing one of the most 
serious menaces in surgical operations. 

It is said also that ethylene gas produces no cardiac 
complications, having absolutely no effect upon the 
heart action. The claim is made that in this respect it 
is vastly superior to both ether and chloroform, admin- 
istration of which always endangers the heart to a 
greater or lesser degree. 

Another element of superiority claimed for ethylene 
is that the patient can be brought out from under its 
influence immediately by administration of oxygen. 
Furthermore, it renders the subject more completely 
unconscious than does nitrous oxid. 

Ethylene gas has been administered by Dr. Luck- 
hardt and Mr. Carter before a number of eminent phy- 
sicians and surgeons, all of whom, it is said. have 
given the new anesthetic their unqualified approval. 
Dr. D. B. Phemister, a noted member of the staff of 
the Presbyterian Hospital in Chicago, has been quéted 
as enthusiastic in praise of the discovery, pronouncing 
it a complete success.

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“On the basis of our experiences with ethylene re- 
ported above,” runs the Luckbardt-Carter narrative, “it 
seemed desirable to investigate its analgesic and anes- 
thetizing properties on the human subject. Fer such 
trials a larger supply of ethylene was necessary. After 
what seemed a fruitless search we were able to obtain 
the gas tanked by a commercial chemical company. 
The gas so obtained proved to be as pure as qucted and 
we procecded io test out its properties in com! nation 
with oxygen on ourselves, using a Clark-gas apparatus 
and appliances for its administration. We avpend 
briefly our experiences to date with it: 

“Experiment 1.—J. B. Carter, reclining, Jan. 1, 1923, 
held the mask to the Gace with one hand and heid up 
the other arm. He was given gas plentifully mixed 
with oxygen until the extended arm wavered. Admin- 
istration was discontinued. Jyst enough was given to 
give a sense of well-being and exhilaration. At no time 
was there change in the color of the face. 

“Experiment 2.—A. B. Luckhardt reclined and held 
the mask and extended the arm as did Mr. Carter. 
Mr. Carter gave the gas mixture. The arm soon wav- 
ered and dropped (in leas than one minute). ‘There 
were no asphyxial sensations. There was a sense of 
contentment and well-being. There was no apprehen- 
sion of possible danger. Everything seemed well. Pzins 
from an active frontal sinus infection left. The subject 
was satisfied to lie there under the influence of the gas 
for all time. He did not think that consciousness was 
completely lost at any time. He came out rather rapid- 
ly from a half-sieep, with slight inco-ordination of gait, 
lasting a few minutes.” 

Thus it is seen that both Mr. Carter and Dr. Luck- 
hardt came safely through the experiment. 
subjeets then volunteered. A. J. Carlsoh was the first 
to undergo the test after the experimenters had tried 
it on themselves.

“Neitber felt nauseated ex- 
cept for possibly slight abdominal discomfort for sev- 
eral minutes after recovery, this always being prompt 
and complete except for slight weakness and unsteadi- 
ness of gait immediately on getting up from the coucb.”

Mr. Carter went through a period of excite- 
ment in coming out of the anesthesia, so that restraint 
by holding down the extremities was found necessary.

OR 14 years “the golden kitten” has been 
the idol of the Mexican stage, but only now 
faint echoing whispers of her greatmess and 
fame are beginning to cross the Rio Grande. 
The lights of Broadway have never blazoned 
the mame of Maria Conesa. It would mean 
nothing to American theater goers if it sud- 
‘deals flashed forth on the electric signs, and yet from 
Sonora to Chiapas, in the sister_republic, it is a name 
the very mention of which brings forth salvos of ap- 
planse. This is especially true just now, since Mexico 
has lort its “golden kitten.” s 
Maria Conesa, temporarily at least, has withdrawn 
her effulgence from the Mexican stage in quest of new 
worlds to conquer. She is now in Spain, the land of 
ber birth She has made one successful invasion of 
oo and has her saucy little eve on London and New 
ork. 


The departure of the “golden kitten” for Spain was 
the occasion for a great demonstration by the friends 
and admirers of this idol of the musical comedy stage. 
Seven hundred bouquets of flowers were sent to her 
private car at the railway station in the City of Mex- 
ico and thousands thronged the tlepot and regretfully 
shouted “adios” as she waved her farewell from the 
rear platform of the train. “La Gatita de Oro” was 
gone, but not forgotten, for there were memories of the 
thousands of times when her winning stage smile, 
her sweet voice and her graceful dancing had enliv- 
ened an evening at the theater for those she left be- 
hind. es 

Maria Conesa was born in Valencia, Spain. She 
joined a juvenile theatrical company at the age of 15 
and after several barnstorming tours in Spain she went 
to Cuba. She is remembered in Havana as an attrac- 
tive dancer and a fair musical comedy actress. but her 
Stay there was not remarkably successful. Yet, in the 
light of her subsequent career in Mexico, her greatness 
and fame have been so recognized in Cuba that when 
she passed through Havana recently om her way to 
Spain she was received with no less acclaim than was 
Caruso on his final visit there. 

When Maria Conesa, accompanied by her widowed 
mother, arrived in Mexico in 1999 there was no reason 
t predict that within a few short years her fame 
would sweep the country. She bad not established her 
right to stardom and in her earty appearances in Mex- 
ico her mame did not have “top-line” poritidn on the 
proeeram. - :

Today she should be worth at least a million pesos, 
but the fact is that she is in possession of a sum vastly 
insignificant by comparison. She is the fount to which 
all professional appeals are made, and it is said of her 
that she has never refused to extend a practical heiping 
hand to one who has appealed to her. She is ready, at 
all times. to meet medical bills, to pay funeral ex- 
penses, and in any and every way to assist her less 
fortunate fellow artists. 

“La Conesa” is known in Mexico, in Spein and in 
Paris for the wonder of her stage costumes—they are 
worth 100,000 pesos—for the elegance of her stage ap- 
pearance and for the unfailing excellence of her taste.
